4 complete, and there is a free bridge olready on the Ouachita i 
at Camden. The completion of No. 2, worthy project that' 
it is, will nevertheless require much more money. There; 
is a costly toll bridge to be built across the ^..Ouachita, and 
eighteen, or twently miles of highway work'in one of the] 
most treacherous river bottoms in Arkansas.

In dedicating itself to that tremendous task the State \ 


Highway Commission deserves loyal support. But it should 
! 


not be forgotten that in crossing the Mississippi river it is 
almost certain that the bridge location will be at Arkansas , 
City. From Texarkana (No. '67) to Arkansas City, highway 
No. 4 is nearly a straight line. Hope, Camden, Warren and 
Monticello have a vital interest in seeing this road completed 
' across Nevada and western Ouachita as a trunk line project, 
regardless of incidental trade benfits.

We Still Need Religion 


THE new "humanist church," established in New York the 
1 other day by a group of advanced thinkers, seems to be a 
radical affair, to say the least.
